This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of December-29, 1998, to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), for information concerning.Mjv Lyrl Van Hyning. 
The FBI, on June 29, 2001, forwarded your request to the Department of the Army, Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Act Office, along with FBI records containing classified Army- 
originated records, retrieved from their files to this office for a releasabilily determination. This 
correspondence was referred through appropriate military channels and was received in this 
office August 14, 2001. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review of the referred classified Army- 
originated records in accordance with Executive Order 12958. As a result of this review, we 
have determined that the records no longer warrant security classification protection and are 
partially releasable to you. The records are enclosed for your use. Fees for processing this 
request are waived. 

Since the release of some of the information deleted from these records would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 


(b)(7)(C). 


The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, 
U.S. Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this 
office. Your appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this 
letter. After the 60-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does 
not preclude you from filing litigation in the courts.

In addition, we have been informed by the FBI that their information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). To aid 
you in identifying their information, we have bracketed it in black. 

The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a partial denial of your request. If 
you decide to file an appeal, it should be sent to the Co-Director, Office of Information and 
Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, Flag Building, Suite 570, Washington, DC 20530-0001 
within 60 days from the date of this letter. The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked 
“Freedom of Information Appeal” or “Information Appeal”. Please cite the FBI FOI/PA 
#918702 assigned to your request so that it may be easily identified.

" Forty four persons attended this meeting, 8 men were included 
in this number. The meeting was called to order at 8s25 P.M. by Mrs. 
Lyrl Tan Hyning, President of the organization, who was Chairman. She 
opened her remarks vdth a definition of the Lord's Prayer and explained 
how it should be said. Following this the assembly stood at attention 
and said the Lord's Prayer and pledged allegiance to the American Flag. 


Tan Hyning then introduced the main speaker of the evening 
an employee of the Brentano Book Store, 29 S. Wabash Aye., 


( . Jshowed a movie on General Robert E. Lee and stated 

that in aBout 18 years she made a 3 tudy of great men and one of these 
men was General Robert E. Lee. He was a great soldier and as a matter 
of fact one of the greatest in American history. She then went on to des¬ 
cribe her visits to General Lee's homestead and eulogized his life from 
birth until death. The movie was a description of General Lee, step by 
step from the time of his entrance into West Point.until the time of his 
death in Beclusion at hi 3 daughter's home.

She also said that he vas not an 
American at heart. "We are nationalists and we are against totalitarianism in any. 
form", said Van Hyning. She then condemned the Railroad Trainmen .Magazine, the 
Women's Magazine and the Sentinel, for writing articles detrimental to the Mothers 
organizations. She praised the Women's Voice a tabloid printed.by We, the Mothers 


organization as a truthful newspaper which should he read by owr^^g^in this country, 

Mrs. Van Hyning then critidzed( jlf the Political Action 

Committee and the C.I.O. She asked for the xnnoediate trilu of Admiral Kimmel and 
said that the public was entitled to know the truth about Pearl Harbor where so many 
of our boys lost their lives. "Ho war has ever been fought for the good of the people 
and no good Christian can justify wax", said Mrs. Van Hyning, "Any Churchman who con¬ 
dones his desire for war is not a good Christian",

She then praised “Gerald L, K. Smith -for naving courage and was in favor of 
him being President of these United States, **he stated that the Hew Deal mast he 
repudiated and that ve nationalists mast vote_for Dewey to keep the Isolationists 
out of concentration carps. "AP.ter Dewey is elected President we will then have time 
to plan for a Third Party with.herald L, X. Smith .s our leader and defeat Dewey, 

In the meantime ve will have a breathing spell. I urge all members of this organ¬ 
ization and theiji friends to vote for IJ^rey in order to repudiate the Hew Deal."

.^bponed Ms address with the statement that, 
was glad to appear once more before this fine organization of We, the 
Mothers, and said that we are in a tough Bpot. I wean by that, we 
Amerioana. We lost everytMng we are fighting for. I know you are 
all anxious to hear about my arrest and indictment on September the 6th, 
1942. About 12 men, all FBI agents, took me out of my office and threw 
me in jail for 6 days. They wouldn’t let me notify anyone until they 
were ready. The whole thing was a fake statement, sworn to by an FBI 
agent, that I was guilty of Sedition. In-,reality it was not me that 
they wanted on that case but a man named ^ &who rented spaoe from me, 
who did what I was blamed for. However, the F$T was after me for stepping 
on some big peoples toes legally, and were set to get me. While tinder 
arrest I was called anti-everything. But X told them that all * was, 
was pro-American. Ton have heard no douht,; of Mitier*6 Gestapo in 
Germany, but they have nothing on. Roosevelt’s FBI Bastards. Every FBI 
agent was on the job when I was arrested,' which was on a Saturday 
previous to labor Day, and they knew that I oould not go before a 
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Judge for at least 4 or 5 days. I was in the company of murderers and 
thieves at the County Jail, but they were better than the FBI men. After 
I admitted to bail, I was called in by the United States Secret Servioe 
and told that I was the head of a band of saboteurs and that I had certain high 
officials and the President (Roosevelt) very jittery. In reply to that I stated 
that, if the President was jittery I was very happy about it. I was then asked 
by this Secret Service agent, what I thought of the President and his family. 

To this 1 replied. They should all be hung. This happened about September 
15, 1942. 


h hen berated the FBI with the vilest of language. This 
was applauded heartily by the audience. He said that the Secret Service, after-, 
investigating roe thoroughly, found me okay and a patriotic citisen. I appeared® 
before Commissioner Walker in Federal Court, but they wouldn’t allow him to 
try my case because the Commissioner has known me for several years and thought 
my case was a farce’. 

f Ithen ridiouled the Federal Court prooedure in this case and 

also ridiculed ^he Federal Grand Jury for indicting him. He stated that the

Catholic faith who wrote the book 'Red Faaclan'* She stated that he * 
was a very understanding nan, and that he had told her list Senator 
Vandanberg sold out the Otaited States to Bolotov the Russian Ambassador 
before he left for bis native country* 

"She also spoke to several representatives of the smaller 
nations. In their own rooms, and the first ones she talked with were 
the Arabians* She told these Arabians that the United States politi¬ 
cians are only expressing about 15$ of the Aserioaa peoples views while 
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tho other 852 of the American people we^e la syxsrathy with the Arab¬ 
ians. She rlsited those delegatee with' ,V(female) leader of 

tho San Francisco We, the Mothers organisation and they learned that 
the smaller nations are looking towards tho United States for Justice 
but they are not getting it. 

“Chi the second night of their stay at San Francisco th^y had 
a meting of the Uo, the Mothers group and about 12 representatives sera 
there and laid, plans for future worfc. have bean called anti-Semitic 

and that is one reason I went to see the representatives of the Sasitic 
races first and to find out first hand, what Serai11cm is* I found out 
that these Seattle peoples are called anti-Seraitos thecsolves. These 
people agreed with as that lend-lease is wrong* At least we had a can¬ 
non ground to air our views. One reason I can give you for their at¬ 
titude is that they have been set aside at this convention as though 
they did not exist. For the Mothers convention, the 14, 15, and 16th 
of June, I have invited four foreigners of different faith to speak 
for our group and to let you decide whether the Mothers organization 
la anti-Semitic or not. 1 hav.. also found out that setae of these snail 
countries never borrow from the International Bankers* 


"Another vary interesting faot I found was when I spoke to a 
representative of the Spanish governwmt and he told ne that at a dinner 
given recently he sat next to a Rabbi's wife and she told him that she 
was collecting clothing for Spanish refugees in Mexico. How con a Span¬ 
ish govs meant be anti-Ally when Spain is furnishing 25,000 men ev e ry 
day for rebuilding English ships in Gibraltar and being paid with English 
raoney. The only excuse for this is that Britain Is double crossing every¬ 
body. ' not her fact I found was that Finland is unable to buy food la the 
United States for sone unknown reason and she was the only nation who paid 
war debt after the last war. I also spoke to a Polish delegate whp elain- 
od that Russia stabbed Poland In tho back when aha attacked Poland in¬ 
stead of protecting her. also found out that South Aoarica is not 
Cosnunistls.

"She elairaed that the 3an Francisco conference was a British 
colonization scheraa. She then read a few of hear ideas on how to prevent 
future rare and claimed publically that the ".e, tho Mothers organization 
obtained an affidavit for 1-25.90 from a nan In 5an Francisco who claimed 
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poatitively that he had proof that Pearl Harbor was a man made job by 
the British and the United States govomnent. Pe do not object to the 
Jewish peoples claim for a homeland but where should it be? Is it 
right for them to ask for Fhlestlne when for the last 4000 years it has 
been ruled by Christtana and Moslems alike? Let the conference find 
a homeland for the Jots. The British people have b ro k en every promise 
they ever Bade and namely the Balfour declaration, which was supposed 
to have given a homeland to tho Joes after the last war* They promised 
the Jews Palestine but they also promised Palestine to the Arabs and 
neither one of then got it* There are two Zionists groups, one called 
the Cultural Zionists, they are satisfied to let Palestine stay under 
the present government as long as they are not molested* Then there Is 
the Political Zionists; they want to fora a national government and an 
indenondent state.
